REPENT IN SACK CLOTH 



Twenty Families Belonging to New Relis* 

lous Cult Seeking to Purchase Farm 

at Woosler Lake 



Another religious community, prac- 
ticinf? Btrange rites, similar to tliose 
practiced in the temple at Jerusalem, 
the worshippers gathering every morn- 
. ing to repent in real sack cloih and real 
ashes, with the strong pungent odor of 
incense premeating the atmosphere, is 
to be the latest addition to the many 
religious cults, now invading Lake 
county, unless some force steps in and 
prevents one of the most important real 
estate sales ever In the history of Lake 
«ounty. 

Details of the proposed salt* are not 
made public at this time. Several 
months ago the Spirit Fruit colony with 
a farm ut Wooster Lake, in the west- 
em part of this county, offered the 
farm for sale, claiming thai the voice 
of Jacob Bielhart, their dead leader, 
had directed them to go to California. 
:X^ Since the farm was offered for sale 
there has been many offers; among 
which was the offer of Evelyn Arthur 
See, founder of the Absolute Life cult, 
who wa« sentenced in Chicago a few 
months ago on the charge of abducting 
. Mildred Bridges. None of the offers 
were accepted, however, but now comes 
the Society x>f the Fallen Angel, Re- 
atored, a new religious community, and 
desires to purchase the farm. 

It is expected that this offer will be 
accepted as the new colony offers the 
highest price ot any so fur and the 
Spirit Fruit people are anxious to sell. 

In a way, the new cult is the least 
fanatic of the many now m Lake coun- 
ty. There is no **free-love," no wor- 
ship of one individual, no faith healing, 
nothing in fact but the strange rites, 
patterned as near as possible after the 
rites of the ancient laws in Jerusalem. 

There are about twenty followers of 
the leader, who Is named the Fallen 
Angle Restored. His real name, it is 
aaid^is John Keiner. but his onc^stry, 
or lost place of residence is still held 
a mystery. The society is composed of 
those who have walked, during their. 
life times the ''primrose ways to the 
everlasting bon-fires," and have re- 
pented of their sins, and desire to make 
restitution in the way laid down in the 
Bible, namely, kneeling in ashes, while 
clothed in sack cloth and praying for 
iorgivoness. 

These rites, it Is said, are practiced 
«very» morning, the men and women 
kneeling in the tabernacle, which will 
be built, their knees resting in ashes 
^d their forma drapped in sack cloth. 

All the followers, with the exception 
of the leader uro married. It is said, 
their wives are to accompany them to 
their now proposed home at Wooster 
Lake, should the sale bo consummated. 

They worship God, and not the Fallen 
Angel, they draw their religious beliefs 
from the Bible, they hold marriage 
sacred and each family will be housed 
in a separate house. The future plans 
of the community are not known, furth- 
er than the fact that they desire to 
purchase the Spirit Fruit farm, and 
bring 20 families there, build small 
homes, till the flelda and spend the re- 
mainder of their days in repenting for 
tho sins they commltted^ln their young- 
er days. The age of the cult is not 
known, or Its present location, and this 
) will remain a secret, until after the 
real estate deal is consummated.

SALEM SCHOOL 

CLOSED LAST 

MONDAY 

The town of Salem has an epidemic 
of scarlet fever and on lust week Mon- 
day afternoon the school board of the 
town directed that the district school at 
Salem Center, just outside the village 
be closed until the epidemic of the 
disease abated. 

Four families have now been quar- 
antined and, it is claimed that more than 
& dozen ciasea of the dread disease have 
appeared in the district within the past 
few days; The disease is in a light 
fnrm and there has beer no death from 
It, but it is declared thatit is spreading 
with such rapidity that It is feared that 
the entire village will have to be quar- 
antined. Members of families stricken 
with the disease had been attending the 
district school and it Is feared that all of 
the children in the achoot have been ex- 
posed to the disease. 

"We do not consider the conditions as 
being anything to be frightened'about" 
said Town Chairman Pacey, "but the 
school at Salem Center, juat outside the 
village was closed by the board and it is 
probable that it will be kept closed 
until the disease is well in check. 



JURY RETURNS 

VERDICT OP GUILT 

IN 30 MINUTES 

State's Attorney Dady scored a de- 
cisive Victory Saturday ofternobn when 
a jury iii County court, after thirty 
minutes deliberation returned a verdict 
finding John Walker guilty of having 
voted illegally at the Zion City election 
last April. An offense of this character 
is punishable by a fine of not to exceed 
one thousand dollars, one year in jail, 
or both Ut the dircretlon of the court 

It was admitted from the first that 
the case was practically a test case and 
that upon It might depend the verdicts 
that will be rendered in many of rthe 
100 cases that are coming up foi; trial 
on simitar charges. The attorneys fin- 
ished their argument and the jury was 
instructed shortly after 12 o'clock. 
They then had dinner and In approxi- 
mately ^0 minutes after entering their 
jury room, they reappeared with a ver- 
dict. 

It la understood, that'thia case as 
well OS others in which the defendants 
maybe found guilty will be appealed.

Proposed Rates, It Is Felt, Would Eventually Kill 
Order and that it is an Unnecessary Step 
With Ulterior 'Motives Backing It

At a meeting of tho camps of the 
Modem Woodmen of America, of the 
County of Lake, held Saturday evening 
ot M. W. A. hall in Waukegan, Illinois 
in pursuance of a call of the committee 
appointed to consider the proposed 
changes of rates and plan of insurance, 
as submitted by the committee appoint- 
ed, in pursuance of an action of the 
head camp at Buffalo, N. Y., in June, 

1911. Wm. F. Edwards of Highland 
Park was chosen Chairman and Conrad 
Hollstein of Waukegan wils chosen 
Secretary. 

A general discussion was had and 
Neighbor C. T. Heydecker presented 
two proposed plans, being the whole 
life insurance and ,the..terinJif<L Jn;vii|*- 
ance, add the question was also consid- 
ered as to the necessity of any change 
in the rate. 

Neighbor C. T. Heydecker jaresented 
figures showing the facta aa to the ne- 
cessity for an increase of rates and 

said In substance it appears from the 
Head Clerk's statement in the January, 

1912, Woodmen, that the balance on de- 
posit amounts to the sum of $2,270,- 
062.75; from the same report Benefit 



policy Is written, his membership ceases 
so that under this plan he will have to 
die before the age limit is reached, and 
if he does not then he loses what he has 
paid in. 

The options provided for under either 
of these plans need not be discussed for 
the reason that they merely provide a 
way by which the member can avail 
himself of the provisions of either of 
these plans, and in a measure might 
lighten his burden for the time being, 
deducting such ^'lightening of burden" 
by taking it from the amount which 
would otherwise go to his beneficiary.

DIES FROM TYPHOID FEVER 



Miss Lena Drury Dies at the Home of Her 
Uncle From Dread Disease 

. Miss Lena Drury, 16 years of age, 
died at 4 o'clock Saturday morning, at 
tho home of her aunt, Mrs. William 
Strang, 825 Grand avenue Waukegan, 
after suflTering from typhoid fever for 
nearly three weeks. 

Miss Drury had been making her 
home with Mr. and Mrs. Strang for 
some time. A little over three weeks 
ago, Mrs. Strang waa called to Chicago 
on account of the Illness of her mother, 
leaving Miss Drury In charge of the 
house. Mrs. Strang was In Chicago 
but a few days when Lena complained 
to her uncle of feeling ill. She laughed 
at the suggestion of a doctor, however, 
saying she would work it oflf in a day 
or two. Mr. Strang complied with her 
request that no doctor be called, but 
two days later she became so much 
worse that Dr. Tombaugh was sum- 
moned and pronounced the case typhoid 
fever. 

The doctor said that by the time he 
reached the bedside, the girl was de- 
lirious and be recognized at once the 
Beriousncss of the case. Nothing that 
was done seemed to have any effect, 
and she continued to fail until the end 
came. 

She leaves to mourn her three broth- 
ers. Ben Drury of Chester.JJVash., Er- 
win Drury of Waukegan and Leo Drury 
of Chester, Wash; three sisters; Mrs, 
F. Harden and Mrs. Wm. Hook- of An- 
tioch and Miss Aura Drury of Wauke- 
gan. .^ 

The funeral was held on Tuesday 
with interment in the Avon Center 
cemetery.

$416.00. If a member enters at the 
age of 45 and remains living until he 
reaches tho age of 70 he will have paid 
In $792.00, if the rate Is changed at the 
age of 54. If he enters at 45 and has 
no change of rate he will have paid in 
$600.00. If the member ot the time of 
the adoption of these rates is upwards 
of the age of 54, It becomes necessary 
to pay in $3.00 on each assessment, 
with twelve assessments a year, which, 
when he is 70 years old, would cost him 
$576.00. 

These figures will plainly show that 
on tho whole life plan the young man 
can become a member and live until he 
is 70 and pay much leas for his life's In- 
surance than the man can become a 
member at 45 and lives his life. 

The Term Plan as proposed will make 
the figures appear more ridiculous and 
will drive the member after arriving at 
the age of 54 from the order.

Denman of Millburn Seriously' Hurt 
While Chopping Down Trees. 

Jess Denman, 23 years of age a groom 
of less than three months is lying at 
the German-American hospital at Chi- 
cago in a precarious condition OS a re- 
sult of the falling of a tree Friday. 

Denman, with his brother-in-law, 
George White, were chopping down 
treeanear:^MiUbum,-and'in the. after- 
noon attacked one of the largest trees 
in the grove- on the Denman form. 
I With White working on the other, they 
had the huge tree almost down, when, 
without warning, the tree splii and 
felL 

White managed by jumping, to es- 
cape injury by a hair's breadth, but 
Denman was caught under the fallen 
tree, and pinned to the ground. Hastily 
summoning help, White assisted in re- 
leasing his companion. It was found 
the young man had sustained several 
broken ribs and internal injuries, the 
tree fulling across his abdomen. 

He waa removed to his home, which 
was not far distant, and there it was 
discovered that his condition was grave. 
He was removed Saturday to the Ger- 
man*American hospital in Chicago, and 
it is stated his chances of recovery 
are good. 

His young wife who waa formerly 
Miss Margaret White is 111 from the 
shock. The couple were married at 
Millburn less than three months ago. 

POLICEMAN SAVES 
PAMILY f ROM 

BEING BURNED 

Harvey Hyde of the North Chicago 
piolice force, saved four from being 
burned to death by fire Sunday night. 

Mr. Hyde rescued Mrs. Steve Demp- 
sey and her three children, and carried 
them into the street In their night 
clothes, Mrs. Dempsey and her chil- 
dren were fast asleep when Hyde en- 
tered their room. 

The fire In the Dempsey residence 
broke out about 10:30 Sunday night. 
Hyde who travels the North Side beat 
in North Chicago discovered the fire. 
Before he summoned the department, 
he rescued the four from the building. 

Flames were belching from the roof 
and windows of the second story when 
the department arrived on the scene. 
The firemen battled for two hours be- 
fore they succeeded in extinguishing 
the fire. The loss to the building and 
the house furnishings will amount to 
about $1,500. 

The Biecond floor of the building was 
unoccupied. Dempsey was in Wauke- 
gan when the fire-broke out. His wife 
and three children are being quarter- 
ed in a neighbor's home.

If everyone of the hundred ninety 
cases against those who are charged 
with having voted illegally at the recent 
Zion City election are heard in the coun- 
ty court and they prove as long oa did 
the first case which was heard last 
week, the county will have been to an 
expense of approximately one hundred 
fifty thousand dollars. 

This is very easy to figure out Each 
juror received three dollars a day for 
his services. Many of them come long- 
distances and this together with a meat 
which they are given if they have been 
given a case and are unable to leave the 
jury room unaccompanied, makes the 
cost about $4 a day for each juror. The 
case lasted five days, making a cost of 
$20 for each juror. There are thirty- 
six jurors which brings the cost up to 
$720. 

There are 190 cases, which multiplied 
by $720 brings the total up to $136,800. 
There are other incidental expenses 
which will raise the total somewhat. 
Some- -say- that^ the toul coot-will be- 
about $150,000 if all the cases are tried. 

The coatof witnesses cannot be churg- 
ed against the county as they are charg* 
ed against the defendant in case each 
defendant is tried and found guilty, and 
is fined by the court the lines will be — 
turned in to the county and will lessen 
the amount of expense for trying the 
cases. 

Tuesday afternoon the case of Wm. 
Pinkett, negro,' charged with having 
voted illegally at the Zion City election, 
cume up lor trial and it is expected 
thut the worK oi impunnelling a jury 
will De started. 

It is quite possible however that an 
agreement will be reached between the 
attorneys in the case to di:tpatch the 
sheriit to the most remote partu of the 
county tOBUOpoena u jury in an effort 
to secure a jury thut has not heard 
much of the cose. If this is done it 
will be done at the request of Attorney 
liarnes for the delense who requested 
that this be done in order tnat there 
might oe the least possioility ot getting 
u jury which might be biased. It thm 
is uone it may uelay the hearing of the 
case. 

All the facts in the case are not 
known as yet. It is said, however that 
Pinkett will seek to show thut he form- 
erly resided in 2ion City 4ind that he 
maintained a residence there despite 
the fact that he is said to reside in Chi- 
cago at the present time. 

The state will seek to show that Pin- 
kett resided in Zion City only thirty 
days prior to the election last spring 
and that he has a divorce suit pending 
in Chicago. The case promises to be 
even more interesting than was the 
case tried last week in which John 
Walker was iound guilty; oty voting 
illegally.

Ab one obBcrves different swlno fccd- 
ors tho country over, U Ifl distinctly 
noticcablo that dlfTeront ludlvidunU a» 
tain entirely different dcgreOB of bug- 
cesfl. Some people aro able to feed 
plgB BO that thoy attain- a Uvo weight 
of ttpproxlmately 300 pounds at eight 
months of age, while others nro not 
able to mako pigs weigh more than 
two-thirds of thla amount at tho same 
age. DcBidcs there nro all degrees of 
variation between these extremes, and 
even beyond them. Then some people 
are successful at times and not bo buc- 
ceasful at other times. Some Individ- 
uals aro very successful at raising 
pigs that are farrowed In the spring, 
and not succcBsful with thoso that aro 
farrowed In the fall. In studying the 
conditions that surround nil these va- 
riations, certain fundamental facta or 
principles aro obser\'ed that Inva- 
riably are followed, either conscious- 
ly or unconsciously, In Buccessful 
Bwlne feeding and that arc always Ig- 
nored where a fair degree of Buccess 
Is not attained. 

From tho standpoint of most prnc 
tical feeders, swlno are usually fed 
a combination of various feeds that 
have been found by experience to pro- 
duce good results. Thla Is good prac- 
tice so long as tho combination of 
feeds and other factors Is fitted to the 
conditions under which the pigs are 
fed for the time being. Thcro arc, 
however, some feeds of a strlctcly ni- 
trogenous nature and others of a car- 
bonaceous nature. Thereforo. It re- 
quires the correct combination between 
theao to be uniformly successful In 
BWlne feeding. 

A better basis for compounding ra- 
tions Is tho nutrients that the differ- 
ent feeds contain. Com. for Instance, 
1b made up, approximately, of .7 car- 
hydrate, or non-nltrogonous material, 
to .1 of crude protein, or nltrogcnoua 
material. Tho former la available to 
the animal's body for energy poduc- 
tlon, heat production, and fat produc- 
tion; while tho latter la plmarlly used 
to build up and maintain tho lean 
meat of protein tlsaucs of thb body. 
It may also be uaed to a large extent 
for tho purpoBCB for which tho carbo- 
hydato Is used but not so advanta? 
gcously or economically. Consequent- 
ly It Bhould not bo supplied In greater 
amounts than is necessary for the 
development and maintenance of tho 
lean meat or protein tissues of the 
body. 

Some rations do not contain enough 
of thlB protein matter, so that tho ani- 
mal cannot grow a's rapidly as It 
ought. It la abaolutely Impossible for 
the body to make lean meat or pro-

teln tlssuo out of carbohydrate or fat 
of any feed. It must have protein for 
this purpose. Conaenucntly It Is al>- 
solutoly necessary In order to com- 
pound Bucccasful rntlona for swlno 
feeding to have a proper combination 
of nitrogenous and carbonaceouB 
foodB, so that the pig will get the 
right amount of each of thcso nutri- 
entB. 

While many feeders are sucocssful 
by using the fcodB as a basis for com- 
pounding tho ration, tho results of 
flwine feeding, as a whole, aro not 
as uniformly Bucceasful as they should 
be. This Is duo very, largely to tho 
fact that when feeds aro used ae a 
boals rations frequently contain cither 
too much or too little of one or moro 
of the different nutrients that mako 
up these feeds. In order, therefore, to 
be uniformly Buccesaful, It becomes 
necessary to use, as a basis for cal- 
culating rations for swlno, tho differ- 
ent nutrients that are found In tho 
feeds, 

Tho process of digestion in swine, 
as well as In other animals, Is simply 
a proccBB by meana of which tho feeds 
taken Into tho digestive tract are re- 
duced to their component parts or 
nutrients, such as protein, carbohy- 
drate, mineral matter and water. 
Theao are then taken out of tho dlgea- 
tivo tract and Into tho body proper, 
where by means of the general mctal)- 
bllam, or tho different body processes, 
they are used In building up the vari- 
ous body tissues. In order, then, to 
have enough but no moro than is nec- 
cBBary to constituto the boat ration, 
the proper amount of each of theao 
substances colled food nutrients 
should ho Buppllcd, so that the ani- 
mal's body aB a whole can construct 
and maintain Its framework or bony 
tissues, wherein mineral matter Is 
largely used; the lean meat, wherein 
protein Is used; and tho fat meat, 
where both carbohydrate and the fat 
of the feeds are used. In addition 
to theao tho pig, in its general metab- 
ollam, or tho working of the body as 
a machine, needs certain amounts of 
water, which must bo supplied, ospc-' 
daily in winter when the natural In- 
Btlnct of tho pig may not compel It 
to drink a aufllcient quantity. If, In 
addition to theae, the pig la given tho 
right amount of exercise, especially 
In wiut.er, awino feeding ahould bo 
uniformly succeasful In tho hands of 
all Intelligent feeders and at all sea- 
aona of tho year, In tho fall and win- 
ter as well as in the spring and sum- 
mer. 

The limits of this dlBcusslon. aro 
Buch that the amounta of the different 
food nutrients for Buccesaful swine 
feeding cannot bo given at this time. 
The reader, therefore, Is referred to a 
future article.

FOR GARDENS 



\i' BY C. E. DURST, 

Unlveralty of Illinois. 

A garden Is one ot tho many, bless- 
ings and privileges of farm Ilfo. it Is 
a privilege as well of tho city person 
with a stnall space of land at his dis- 
posal. Not only does It contribute 
much to tho pleasure and health side 
of Ilfb by Qupplying fresh vogotahles 
for tho table, but it Is distinctly a 
paying proposition as well. 




Young Tomato Plants. 
These iiro started In a ahallow box 
Dlaced hoforo a. south window and arc of 
proper alto for ahiftlnB to outdoor boda.^ 

Every good gardener prepares for 
his hotbeds In tho fall. Ho solocts a 
well-drained location with southern 
exposure and protection from cold 
winds. Ho plows or digs up tho 
ground, so handling It that It Is loft 
with a distinct pitch to the south. Ho 
also colleotB a supply of good garden 
loam, or rotted sod soil made by .pil- 
,!ng up BOd a year In advance. This 
Imny bo stored nwny In a cellar or 
)ilQd on the outside and covered with 
lanuro soraetlmo before 'needed In 
the spring. Doflldos tho soil ho 



makes provision for a supply of well- 
rotted manure and sand. From these 
materials he will make tho soil In 
which to grow his plants. 

During the early part of tho winter 
the ground Is allowed to freeze. This 
win destroy Insects, diseases and 
weed seeds. About one month before 
it is desired to start the hcds tho 
site is covered, when there la no snow 
or Ice upon It, with one or two feet of 
fresh horse manure, which will thaw 
out the soil. Having provided well 
for drainage in tho fall, tho ground 
will usually be In fine condition for 
digging. 

The above direction pertains to 
cases where temporary frames are In 
use.* Some persons prefer to hnvo 
permanent frames made from boards, 
bricks or cement. These save the 
work of resetting every year, but do 
not permit of tho ndrantagoa obtained 
from piowinp up tho slto each year. 
In case permanent frames aro used, 
the hods may bo dug out In tho fall 
nnd flllod with manure, left as they 
are and covered in the usual way one 
month boforo wlshlns to make thora. 

\Tho tlrao to make a' hotbed In tho 
spring varies with tho latltudo and 
tho crop. It should bo made two 
weeks before tho seeds need planting. 
This will nllow tho^ violent heat of tho 
manure to subside somewhat. The 
"cool season" vegetables, Ijko cab- 
bage, cttulinower, beets and lettuce, 
should be planted hero about I'ebru- 
ary 15, while the "warm Hoason" 
crops, such us toipatoes, eggplants 
and poppers, should not bo started 
nntll March 1 to 15.'- .-, : 

Dealdea tho dlftoronce in tho"^ timo ot 
planting, the "warm season" crops 
require a warmer bed than tho "cool 
season" group. It Is better, thereforo, 
to have separate beds for th« two 
, kluida of crops.

'Wrecked Cars Tako Fire. 

Fire from tho overturned locomo- 
tive communicated itself to tho 
coaches and to the horrot; of the llrst 
catastrophe was added the fear of the 
death of many Injured persons In the 
flames. 

Mr. Harahan's train, No. Ii5, had 
just drawn Into tho Kinmundy sta- 
tion, when without warning passenger 
train No. 3, running at a high speed, 
swung Into the stationary coaches. 

Tho rear lights of train No. 25 are 
believed to have become oxtlngutsbed 
In some manner and the engineer of 
the following train failed to see the 
danger In tliho to apply his brakes. 

Crash Heard for Miles. 

With a crash that was heard for 
nearly two miles the pilot of train No, 
3 drove into tho heavy private coach 
of the ox-rallway president. 

Tho pilot of the oncoming locomo- 
tive plowed for twenty feet Into the 
vestlbulod private coach, instantly 
killing every person In that part of 
tho car, 

Harahan Picked Up Dead. 

Mr. Ilarahun wao tossed through 
the splintering roof of tho coach and 
was picked up dead n few feet away 
from the wreckage. His body was 
fearfully cut and bruised and many 
bones wero broken. 

A few feet from the body ot Mr. 
Harahan was foimd the body ot Mr, 
Polrfie. Tho bodies of Melcher and 
E. .E. Wright wore found partially 
pinioned beneath n fallen mass of 
crushed wood and twisted Ironwork. 
They woro dragged out by railway 
men and. placed at the. aide of tho 
track. ' 

Passengers Killed In Berths, 

Tho front end of the Harahan car 
telescoped Into tho coach ahead, and 
a number of passengera asleep In their 
berths wero injured, some of them 
fatally.

Qrlndlng Grain for Finny Charges Add* 
ed to the MornlnQ and Evening Du- 
ties — Fun, Food and Profit Is Triple 
Idea Being Urged. 



Topeka, Knn. — Kansas farmers* 
email boy's are having now chores add- 
ed to their hofuro and after school 
work. In the morning they havo to 
bring up tho cows and horses, help 
feed tho pigs and milk the cows and 
curry the horses and In ovenlng thoy 
havo to bring In tho wood for mother 
and gather eggs and milk tho cows and 
feed tho pl};s and put down hny for tho 
horses. Their new stunt will bo to 
feed the fish. It will not bo very long 
until nearly every Kansas farmer will 
call out to his son or tho hired man: 

"Henry, as soon as you finish milk- 
ing go over and grind some feed for 
.the fish." That sounds like a pretty 
strange direction for a farmer to make, 
but there will bo several thousand 
more next year and In the years to 
come. When Prof. L. L. Dyche of the 
Stato university was mndo fish and 
game warden ho was told that his 
chief Job vctxa to make the flsh Indus- 
try worth while In Knnsns. 

Tho state has Just let the contract 
for 83 new ponds, covering 80 acres 
of ground as an addition to Its flsh 
hatchery nt Pratt, and when tho ponds 
are completed Kansas will have the 
largest fish hatchery In tho country. 
One million minnows a year ta the ca< 
pnclty of the new hatchery, and all 
of these will be furnished free of

charge for breeding purposes to the 
Kansas farmers and sportsmen. Tho 
nerf hatchery will cost JTC.OOO, includ- 
ing the land, nearly 100 acres heing 
purchased. There are now seven 
ponds at the hatchery and about 70,000 
flsh are distributed each year. 

"If every farmer In Kansas will grow 
one mess of flsh a week for his own 
family. It will mean |l,250,00b added 
to the revenues of Kansas each year," 
said Prof. Dyche. "If they are care- 
ftil and sell a few flsh «ach year, the 
revenues of the stato will be Increased 
from 13,000,000 to 15,000,000 a year. 
Flsh are the easiest grown and most 
productive crop that can he raised 
on a farm. A half aero pond will re- 
turn more to the fanner each year 
than any Ave acres be owns and with 
the least work." 

Kansas haa two reasons for Increas- 
ing the flsh production In Kansas. One 
is to Increaso the revenuos and pleas- 
ures of the farmers themselves and 
tho other Is to Increase the water area 
ot the state. As Is well known,, the 
heaviest rainfall follows the water- 
courses of any state, and by Increasing 
tho ai'ea of water away from tho 
streams. It Is believed that the rain- 
fall throughout tho state will be In- 
creased. 

The atate refunds one-half the 
taxes on all farm property made Into 
ponds of certain size and of certain 
materials. The ponds are to be filled 
either by pumping or by storing the 
winter rains and snow. 

Every former who will build a pond 
wUl bo supplied with flsh and Uuglit 
how to take care of them. Correspond- 
ence courses In building ponds and In 
coring for flsh have been Installed at 
the state university and the state ag- 
ricultural college.

PURE FOOD LAW NOT MODERN 

Centuries Ago Tradesmen Who Adul- 
terated Goods Wore Most Severe- 
ly Punished. 

Pure food laws are not quite so 
modern an invention as wo may be- 
lieve. Dr. Rclsner has made oiscov- 
erles In Palestine that seem to In- 
dicate some sort of supervision of tho 
food supplies delivered to the palace 
nearly 3000 years ago. Labels have 
been found that were once afllxed to 
"a Jar of pure olive oil." We may 
wonder what tests were employed and 
what would happen to the man whose 
oil was found to be not pure. Prob- 
ably something unpleasant, for there 
was no Supreme court In those days. 

"We know what happened In the mid- 
dle ages to the onterprielng tradesman 
who adulterated hia goods. In 1444 
& Nuremberg merchant was burned 
alive for. mating foreign material with 
his saffron and the saffron Itself was 
used for fuel. Probably that artlatlo 
touch impressed the matter upon hla 
memory. 

Some Augsburg bakers who used 
false weights and bad flour were 
ducked In a muddy pool, and through 
a faulty knowledge of tho human re- 
spiratory system, or sheer careless- 
ness, they came to the surface dead, 
. In 1482 a wine merchant was oi^ 
dered to drink six quarts of his own 
adulterated wine, and as he died soon 
after It is evident that the adultera- 
tion must have been serious. It la 
true that he had to finish the draft In 
a given number of minutes, and a 
small number at that, but In those 
days they had a pleasant' way of 
weighing the scales and loading the 
dice upon the side of Justice. 

Civilization has changed all that. 
Nowaday^ we shiver with apprehon- 
filon lest, a rogue shall be punished.— 
San Francisco Argonaut.

The flrHt move of tho govomnipnt 

toward buying Iiifeo tracts of land for 

the purpose of cutting them up Into 

jamnll fnrma niul Inviting their Bot- 

ttlemont by Mnxlcan agriculturlata 

Heonis ftlioul to bo iiiulortaken. 

The Sautonu hiiolcndn, an enormous 
property owned hy InJKo Norlcgn. IJar- 
ron Zayas and Gen. Porfirlo Way. and 
Bitunted In the northern part of tho 
repnbllc, will bo acquired. 

GnBtavo Ma'doro and Gen. Mnnnol 
Garcia Cuellar arc al tho head of the 
syndicate which will make tho pur- 
. chase and begin the irrigation of tho 
land at once. The purchayo price and 
the cost of Irrigation will be. It Is as* 
Bcrtod. not Icsh than 517.000,000. 

Gen. Dinz had a similar plan In view 
and bad.arranged for tho government 
to pay to the owners tiie sum of ?5,- 
000,000 for the purpose of Irrigating 
the property, with the understanding 
that it WHS to bo sold to the govern- 
ment to be parcelled out among small 
farmers on easy payment terms.. The 
$5,000,000 was deposited In the Cen- 
tral bank In this city in furtherance 
of the plan, and the money Is stUl 
there for such purpose. 

As soon as the Irrigation develop- 
ment is well under way the hacienda 
'Will pass Into the hands of tho govern- 
ment and then nil .Mexicans who are 
living In Texas will be Invited to come 
to Mexico and take up the lands for 
Fettlement and cultivation. 

In the middle of the big hacienda 
there ^s a small ranch called Colom- 
bres. It Is Intended to cut this ranch 
up into building lots and build a town 
tliere as the center of tho farming 
community.— :Mexlcaa Herald.

Reduction Averaging Fifty Per Cent. 

on Rough and Finished pKoducta 

Is Proposed— Duty Off 

Machinery. 

Washington. — Steel tariff rates un- 
der the' Payne law are reduced by GU 
per cent, on the average by a bill In- 
troduced in the house by Hepresenta- 
tlvo Underwood of tho ways and 
means coinmlttce. with the concur- 
rence of the Democratic members of 
the conmiittee. All duties are reduced 
from .13 to 75 per cent, and thoy are 
changed from specinc lo ad valorem. 

Deniocrallc Leader Underwood esti- 
mated that tile bill would reduce tho 
average tariff on steel Imports from 
34.51 per cent, to I'lAZ ad valorom, 
and would reduce the government tar- 
iff revenues from steel products by 
?8L'a.597 frum 1011 and by $4,000,000 
from 1910. Imports of steel products, 
he said, would be increased by nearly 
?20,UOO.OOO. 

On the free list of tho new bill are 
all kinds of metal fencing, cut nails, 
iron ore, zinc ore, cash reglstora, 
typesetting machines. tyiHjwrlters, 
machine tools, sewing machines, print- 
ing presses, tar and oil spraying ma- 
chines and road building machines 
and their repair parts. 

Notable reductions are represented 
by tho following: 

Iron in pigs, from 15.66 per cent, ad 
valorem to S per cenL 

Beams, girders, etc.. 45.44 per cent 
to 15 per cent.

Wire, from 3S.13 to 20 per cent

Copper bars, from 11.4S to 5 per 
cent. • 

Lead ore, from 52.77 to 25 per cent 

Lead in bullion, from 03.59 to 25 
per cent 

All articles are to he dutiable under 
tho bill at 25 per cent ad valorom, 
where a rate is not specifically given. 

While barbed wire is put on 
tho free Hat, telegraph and telo- 
phone wire are given a rate of 
30 per cent, ad valorem.

Chicago Physician Who Confessed Ho 

Murdered His Wife Sentenced to 

Jollet Prison. 

Oregon. III. — Dr. Harry Elgin Web- 
ster of Chicago was sentenced to life 
imprisonment at hard labor in tho 
Jollet penitentiary for the murder of 
bis wife, Bessie Kent Webster. 

Judge Richard S. Farrand. before 
Imposing tho sentence, read a long 
statement excoriating the physician. 
In concluding, ho said: 

"It Is the sentence of this court that 
you be Imprisoned In the penitentiary 
at Jollet for and during your natural 
life, the first day of that imprisonment 
to be in solitary confinement, tho bal- 
ance of your time at hard labor, and 
that you pay the costs of prosecu- 
tion." 

Immaculately groomed, clad In a 
blue suit, tho prisoner entered the 
courtroom. He glanced neither to 
the right nor the left .as ho walked 
slowly to the counsel table. Ho snt 
between hia father and mother, who 
had driven twenty-two miles from 
Dixon to hear their son's fate. 

"The prisoner will please stand," 
said Judgo Farrand. "Have you any- 
thing to say before sentence Is pro- 
nounced?" 

Webster said he had not, and Judge 
Farrand began reading tho sentence. 
Tho prisoner remained calm until 
near tho end when he burled his face 
In his hands, sobbing convulsively. 
Webster was led back to the Jail in 
a hysterical condition and then later 
taken to Jollot 



Paralysis of Pure Food and Drug 
Laws* Enforcement Is Denounced by 
Committee's Verdict— Chief Chem- 
lit Given Free Hand. 



Washington. — The house committee 
that has been making an Inquiry Into 
the charges preferred against Dr. 
Harvey W. Wiley, chief chemist of the 
department of agriculture has given 
the food expert a clean bill of health, 
exonerating him from all of tho ac- 
cusations laid against him. 

The committee in Its report sustains 
Doctor Wiley all along tho line, except 
on unimportant details. 

The report pays much attention to 
the Remsen board, to tho activity of 
Solicitor George P. McCabo. who was 
the principal opponent of Doctor Wiley 
In the department and recommends. 
In general, that Doctor Wiley be given 
a free hand in tho enforcement of the 
pure food and drug law. , 

In this manner the power formerly 
exercised by Solicitor McCabCr Is cut 
down. 

The final stamp of approval of tho 
conclusions, reached after months of 
Investigation, was afllxed by all mem- 
bers of the committee.

WARRING FACTIONS SETTLE 
■ THEIR DIFFERENCES. 



CALL FOR DEMOCRATIC MEET 

National Chairman Mack Issues Of- 
ficial Notice for Convention to 
Be Held at Baltimore. 

Buffalo. N. Y.— Omclal call tias been 
made for tho Democratic national con- 
vention for 1012 to 00 held In Balti- 
more on June 25. The call is signed 
by Norman E. .Mack, chairman ot tho 
Democratic national committee, and 
Urey Woodson of Kentucky, the sec- 
retary. 

Two delegates and alternates for 
every senator and two delegates for 
every representative for the states 
represented In congress will bo elect- 
ed to tho convention. Six delegates 
and sl.x alternates are allotted to Alas- 
ka, tho District of Columbia, the 
Philippines. Hawaii and Porto Klco. 



Island Congress Probably Will Modify 
Laws to Check Veterans' Activi- 
ties — Statement Issued. 

Washington. — Secretary of War 
Stimson dcclnrcd after a confer- 
ence with President Taft that ho did 
not bollovo tho United States would 
need to intervene In Cuba. President 
Taft. Mr. Stimson said, agreed with 
hlra. Although tho situation is re- 
garded as most hopeful, the white 
house and the war department will 
watch developments closely. 

Havana, Cuba, — Tho reply of 
the Cuban, government to tho note 
of Secretary Knox Intimating that tho 
United States government might bo 
compelled to Intorvono In Cuban af- 
fairs probably will bo made In a few 
days. 

An ofhclal Btatomont was given out 
regarding the conference held at tho 
palace between President Gomez and 
representatives of all the political fac- 
tions and tho veterans.

MANIACS FLEE FROM FLAMES 

Flro^Attacks Infirmary at Dunning, 

III.— 270 Are Saved by 

Attendants. 

Chicago.— Insane paUents at the 
Dunning (IlL) institution woro horded 
together and marched out of tho blaz- 
ing "old Infirmary" building Just be- 
fore tho structuro collapsed. 

Supposed to have Ignited from a 
defective, flue on the top floor of the 
main wing, the flames gradually ate 
their way downward and four hours 
after the* fire was discovered virtually 
all of a three-wing building, four and 
flvQ stories high, was In ruins. 

There were 270 Insane patients in 
tho Institution all of whom were got- 
ten out without Injury. 

When some of tho patients saw the 
flames and heard tho clanging of the 
bells on tho arriving firo engines they 
began to fight 

Tho police, with drawn clubs, helped 
to form lines of thb patients and to 
keep the violent from commlttlog sui- 
cide or injuring thoso who were try- 
ing to save them. 



Doono, In.— Miss Kate Shelly, Iowa's 
heroine who In ISSl nt groat personal 
risk, saved a passenger train from be- 
ing wrecked, la dead at tho ago of 
'forty-five years at Jior homo near 
■ scene of her heroic dGod. 

Miss Shelly had BUlTerod greatly 
' since last summer, when nn operation 
for uppendlcltia was followed by an 
attack of Drlghfs disease, hut she 
was as bravo lu the face of death ns 
when she won renown. 
' The deed v/hlch ploced Kate Shel- 
ly's name In the list of heroines was a 
bright example of the courage of a 
flfteon-ycar-old girl who believed she 
was saving tho lives of hundreds of 
the passengers on a limited train on 
the Chicago & Northwestern railroad, 
although, later dovolopmonta proved, 
tho number of lives she actually saved 
was two. 

■^Tho girl was the daughter of a farm- 
er living near Coono. and lato on the 
night of July 6, IS^l. as she was pre- 
paring to retire, from her bedroom 
window she saw a locomotive ap- 
proach the bridge crossing Honey 
creek, stop a moment, then advance 
and plungo Into tho torrent below as 
the bridge gave way. 

Realizing that a limited train was 
duo to cross the same bridge In a few 
minutes, the girl dressed hastily. Im- 
provised a lantern out of a minor's 
lamp and started to Molngona to give 
the alarm. Tho feeble light soon was 
dashed out by the fury of the gale, 
but 08 she approached tho bridge she 
saw^ two of tho engine's crew clinging 
lo trees In the creek. 

Kate's trip across the bridge was 
made doubly difficult by the fact that 
all the planks had been removed to 
keep pedestrians from crossing It, nnd 
ns flho crawled on hands and knees 
across tho floating ties her flesh was 
lacerated In many places by tho stubs 
of nails protruding where the planks 
had been removed. But sho succeed- 
ed In giving tho alarm at Molngona 
before the limited train had loft and 
In having a rescue party organized to 
save the two railroad men who had 
plunged through tho bridge. 

Passengers on the limited at once 
mode up a purse for the brave girl 
and railroad men undertook to raise 
contributions In recognition of her 
heroism. Appeals of the press to the 
public for similar contributions failed 
to bring a hearty response because 
Northw.estorn railroad offlclals nt once 
called attention to tho fact that the 
limited train had not been endangered 
nnd by Issuing a statement that .Miss 
Shelly would bo amply rewarded. 

As a matter of fact, the locomotive 
had boon sent out to see that the 
bridge was safe nnd the limited train 
would not have proceeded beyond 
Molngona until tho engine crow had 
reported from the ne.xt Elation. But 
this did not minimize the heroism of 
tho girl's act. and a short time later 
the Iowa legislature passed an act 
awarding Miss Shelly a gold medal. 

Soon after Miss Shelly was mado 
station ogent of the railroatl at Moln- 
gona, a position she held for years.
